Washington, May 3.—(Special.)—It seems to be settled that the expedition 


to Cuba will be postponed for several days at least. This is the determina- 


tion reached by the president and his advisers as it was announced to mem- 


* bers of the senate finance committee by Secretary Alger and Secretary Long, 


who were before that body this afternoon. They were there for the purpose 


of discussing the probable needs of their departments in the present emer- 


gency, but incidentally they discussed very fully the war plans. It is said 


that Secretary Alger is not particularly pleased at the decision which was 
reached in this matter, for he was anxious that the army should be given 


an opportunity to take a hand as early as possible. Secretary Long, on the 


other hand, felt that it would be unwise to use any part of the navy for 
transport purposes or to guard the base of supplies so long as the Spanish 
fleet is headed this way. His idea, based on the opinions of the officers of 
the navy, is that the only safe plan is to dispose of that Spanish navy first 


and attend to Cuba afterwards. The wisdom of this plan has impressed it- 


self upon the president also, and hence the delay in the expedition which 


was scheduled to leave for Cuba tomorrow. It may be for but a few days

Key West, Fla., May 3.—(By Cable to The Constitution.)}—-The government's 
plan for a concerted,land amd naval attack on Havana are about complete, and 
while the island is more the special object of attack than the city, it is safe to 
gay that the days of Spanish domination in Cuba are at an em. 

Yesterday Admiral Sampson divided his fleet, as a result of a prolonged con- 
ference between the ships held almost under the guns of Moro castle, and after 
assigning the rest of his commamd to maintain the blockade, he headed a proces- 
sion into Key West which brought the battleships Iowa and Indiana, the cruisers 
Cincinnati and Detroit and the dispatch boat Mayflower trailing along after him. 
All have been coaling here ever since and will start south again this afternoon 


with bunkers filled to their utmost capacity. 
Sampson Anxious to Get To Work. 


Off the Cuban coast they will be joined by two of the three double-turreted 
monitors, probably the Puritan and the Amphitrite, and then Admiral Sampson 
will open sealed orders which were delivered to him yesterday, aS already stated 
$m these dispatches. It is pretty generally understood that he made as strong a 
protest as an admiral can to going to sea blindfolded for a second time, 
and there is no doubt that he conveyed to Washington, in diplomatic language, the 
fact that both he and his men feel that the time has arrived when they should

But before Admiral Sampson leaves Cuban waters he has yet to shoot a path- 
way into the island for the entrance for the army of invasion, and I understand 
that he will stop off Matanzas tomorrow and complete the work he began there 
lest Wednesday. By reducing the fortifications at that port he will make it 
possible for the.steamship State of Texas, loaded with supplies for the reconcen- 
trados, to land with the Red Cross nurses, under escort of the %0 marines of the 
Panther and such other troops as may be thought necessary. 

The government is showing its intentions to land these supplies by keeping the 
Panther’s army of bluejackets on board, as well as by arranging for the prompt 
transportation of the land forces now in camp at Tampa, when that is necessary. 
Absolutely no word as to what is going on in official circles in Washington reaches 
here, but the moves now being made clearly indicate that it is the government's 
intention to follow up our victory in the far east by striking another decisive blow 
at our own shores, as soon as possible. So far as we can see, all is now ready. 
The boats are here, the army is within easy reach on the gulf coast, the necessary 
troops have arrived, and the navy is simply dying for an excuse to open the doors 


with their big guns. 
The Cuban Contingent. 

In the meantime the government is still dickering with the insurgent leaders, 
and a party of half a dozen influential Cubans selected by General Emile Nunes, 
the famous filibusterer, have left here in the government tug Leyden, to be landed 
in Cuba somewhere east of Matanzas. They will get there tonight, and are ex- 
pected to reach General Gomez with important dispatches by Thursday night.

NEGRO KILLS A 


SOLDIER AT MOBILE 


Murderer Narrowly Escaped Lynching 
by His Victim’s Comrades. 


GOVERNOR’S SON PREVENTS 


Appeals to Soldiers, Telling Them To 
Conduct Themselves as Such. 


NEW COMPANIES ARE ARRIVING DAILY 


Those from Northern Part of the State

Mobile, Ala, Mey 8.—(Special.)—There 
was a tragedy in Camp Clark tonight and 
the 1,800 Alabama volunteers are wrestling 
tenieht with ccenflicting emotions, Sergeant 
Hughes Collins, of the Birmingham Rifles, 
was shot to death today by a negro. The 
rank and file of the volunteers want to 
lynch bim, and the regulars are aching to 
assist them, but the obligations of the gsol- 
dier will likely prevent the assault on the 
jail. 

Yesterday Louis Reese, a twenty-cight- 
year-old negro, who operated a refreshment 
stand near the camp, was treated to a little 
moderate guying by some of the volunteers. 
It was done im good nature, but Reese be- 
came offended and drew a pistol. 

Shortly after dinner today, just outside of 
the lines, the negro encountered another 
volunteer and some angry words and ges- 
tures caused Sergeant Collins, and two oth- 
er volinteers, to run in that direction. As 
they approached the negro opened fire on 
them and Collins fell mortally wounded. 
In the excitement Reese escaped. An hour 
afterwards he was caught under the steps 
of a house near the camp by the police au- 
thorities and placed on am eleetric car. 
As the car was. passing a large group of 
volunteers, some of the boys recognized 
the negro and a great mob of them started 
for him with Knives and pistols drawn. As 
they ran toward the car, Regimental Ad- 
jutant Edward Johnston, who is a son of 
Governor Johnston, sprang on the vehicle 
and facing the crowd, called out: ‘‘Ilold 
on, boys, you are soldiers, not 
now.’’ The men remembered and 
moved on.

Naval Officers Make Denial. 


A most emphatic dental is given at the mavy department to published state- 
ments that the: department has declined to spare a coduple of naval vessels to con- 
voy the transports which will carry the troops from Florida to the Cuban port 
selected as the place for beginning the offensive campaign. On the contrary, it is 
said that the navy has done its full share so far in the execution of the plans of 
campaign, and stands ready to do whatever it is called upon to do as soon as the 
military authorities notify the navy department of their plans and the extent to 
which the navy is expected to co-operate. It is believed that the true explanation 
in this delay in sending out in advance military expeditions is to be found in the 
letter of General Miles, read in the senate yesterday, in which he declared that 
all the $50,000,000 war fund appropriation having been expended or allotted, there was 
absolutely no money at the disposal of the war department to pay the necessary 
expense of the expedition. In the expectation that congress will relieve the situ- 
ation by promptly passing the necessary appropriation, the war department officials 


are now calculating upon the departure of the expedition within a very few days. 
That Petroleum Bomb Lie. 


None of the stories coming from Spanish sdurces as to the battle of Manila 
@ppear quite so ridiculous to naval eyes as the solemn statement that Commodore 
Dewey fired Manila and the Spanish ships by the use of petroleum bombs. As a 
matter of fact, there is no such weapon of warfare in the American navy nor 
woul@ there be any use for it. The ordinary service shell ts very much more de- 
structive, and quite as capable of causing a fire in combustible material - any 
contrivance based upon the use of petroleum. This is plainly shown by the destruc- 
tion of ships through fires caused by service shells during the Japanese-Chinese 
war. It was a disclosure of the great danger to men-of-war thus brought promi- 
nently forward that led Secretary Herbert to order reduced to a minimum all wood- 
work in American warships, and to have all of this wook fireproof.

BE THROWN INTO ONE GREAT BATTLE 


London, May 3.—It is announced in a special dispatch from Madrid that there 
is no talk of surrender there, either in ministeriaj circles or among the populace, 
On the contrary, it is added that war is to be pursued with greater vigor. 

Additional dispatches say the Spanish authorities intend to throw the whole 
naval strength of Spain into one united and supreme effort against the United 
States. It is also stated that the Spanish colonial office has advices of the begin- 
ning of the bombardment of Manila before the cable was cut, which said: 

‘Thus far the American shells have not reached the town proper. wwikieti is 
étrongly protected.” 

Continujng, he advices to the colonial office at Madrid are said to have read:. 

“Only the outlaying mative quarters have suffered. They are now in flames. 
Occasionally a shel] fell in the European town where a few houses were struck. 

“The battery of the citadel, especially the six large guns, are vigorously re- 
plying to the American fire and have inflicted considerable damage on the fleet.” 

The Spanish government will not admit that the governor general of the Phil- 
ippines has surrendered, but in London the latest news direct from Manila before 
the cutting of the cable was to the effect that the Spaniards had offered to sur- 
render manila. Commodore Dewey demanded immediately after Sunday's naval 
battle a surrender of the city, stating at the same time that he would forcibly 

take Manila if not surrendered. 

It is announced this afternoon that Sagasta makes the statement that Spain 
will pursue the war to the bitter end. This- special dispatch adds that it is even 
Stated in Madrid, by those who are responsible for the naval movements, that 
it has been determined to avoid isolated combats with a superior enemy, and that 
they now intend to throw the whole united naval strength of Spain into one su- 
preme effort to crush the American squadron in Cuban waters. 

Continuing, the special says: : 

“Until this engagement is fought, no proposal for intervention will be listen- 


ed to.” 


MANILA HAS SURRENDERED AND 
THE CABLE HAS BEEN CUT. 


London, May 3.—Tests from Hong Kong show that the Hong Kong-Manila 
cable has been cut about fifty miles from Manila. A week or ten days may elapse 
before it can be repaired. It is reported that an American warship cut the cable 
and took one end on board, but this report is without verification. 

The Bastern Telegraph Company announces that it is impossible for any word 
to have come from Manila since 10 o'clock yesterday morning. London time. 

The report was current in the house of commons at midnight that an official 
telegram had been received by the foreign office from the British consul! general 
at Manila announcing the capitulation of Manila. 

The story is unconfirmed, but it is known that several messages passed be- 
tween Balfour and the British ambassador at Madrid, in which the British govern- 
ment is understood to have advised the Spanish cabinet that an honorable submis- 
sion is the best way of safeguarding Spanish interests in the Philippines as well 
as those of other powers concerned. 

The Madrid correspondent to The Daily Mail says: - 

Captain General Augusti has cabied the governmen: aSking an immediate re- 
ply as to the request of the Chinese at Manila to place themselves under the 
British flag. The government has replied that it would uphold Spanish sovereignty 
in its integrity while respecting international rights. The answer had just arrived 

before the cable was cut.

SAYS HE HELPED REPUBLICANS 


Vote on the Bond Question in War 
Measure Causes bate. 


CUMMINGS DEFENDS HIMSELF ADMIRABLY 


Democrats Who Accepted the Bond 
Feature Are Roundly Denounced 
by the Speakers. 


Washington, May 3.—What promised to 
be an uneventful and-and uninteresting ses- 
sion of the house was thrown suddenly, 
after three hours’ consideration of private 
bills, into a session of spirited speech- 
making among democratic members that 
savored at times much of acrimony. 

The storm was precipitated by Mr. Lewis, 
democrat, of Washington, who referred in 
the course of a speech to the recent vote 
of Mr. Cummings, of New York, in sup- 
port of the war revenue bill with its in- 
corporated bond feature. “A private b'll 
Was under consideration when Mr. Lewis, 
the member from Washington, precipitated 
the debate. He addressed the house, cau- 
tioning it against freely removing disabil- 
ities from those who participated in the 
civil war, and proceeding, spoke generally 
in denunciation of men and corporations 
who would seize upon. the existence of war 
as an opportunity to form trusts and use 
the extremity of the government to secure 
improper profits. Mr. Lewis cautioned the 
house against yielding too readily to the 
cry ®f patriotism as justification for the 
passage of so-called emergency measures. 
He declared patriotism was being used 
where reason dig not exist to force unmeri- 
tcrious propositions through the house. He 
referred to members “who spoke magnifi- 
cently and voted unhappily,’ and begged 
the house not to forget to look always to 
the fundamental principles and justice un- 
derlying every propos'tion. 

During his speech Mr. Lewis referred to 
a@ statement from Mr, Cummings, demo- 
crat, of New York, in speaking of his vote 
on the rev@nue measure that nov was a 
time to place the country above party, and 
he intimated that if Mr. Cummings was 
ready to put the country above the demo- 
cratic party but not above the republican 
party. 

Mr. Cummings, replying, declared with 
much force that he was, in time of the 
country’s need and at all times, an Ameri- 
can and a democrat. 


Cummings Grows Sarcastic. 


*‘F admire,’’ added the New York member, 
g20d-humoredly, ‘‘the gentleman from 
Washington. His raiment is spotless, 
hirsute adornments are exquisite and even 
his spats are effulgent, all in delightful 
accord with the finish and brilliancy of 
his intellect.’’

Premier Sagasta's Speech Before the Cortes Is Recelved With Marked Evidences of | 
Pronounced Dlsapprobation, 


WEYLER TAKES A LEADING PART IN THE POPULAR DEMONSTRATION 


Scenes in the Legislature Show a Turbulent Spirit Among the 
Representatives While Speeches Make It Plain That | 
the Ministry is Held Responsible for the 
Terrific Defeat at Manila. 


Madrid, May 3.—There is no longer any doubt that the internal situation ts caus- 
ing the government almost as much un easiness as the external. Last night’s dem- 
onstration was one of the most serious in some time, since those openly partici- 

- pating showed their revolutionary tendencies, Cries were raised of: 
“Down with the Bourbons.” 

“Long lve Don Carlos.” 

“Long live the republic,”’ and 

“Long live Weyler.’’ 

The first move of the demonstrators, over a thousand strong, was to the house 
of General Weyler, with the object of cheering him. He did not appear and the 
crowd then went to the residence of Senor Sagasta, where the ministers were 
in conference, and shouted in favor of his resignation. 


Senor Aguilera, governor of Madrid, broke up the procession with the 
aid of the police, who were badiy stoned and had to charge the crowd. 


The authorities thereupon met with Senor Aguilera, who announced his in- 
tention of resigning, saying that it cost him great trouble to repress such mani- 
festations—that he was not able to amswer for order with the powers at his dis- 
, Thereupon the edict was issued placing Madrid under martial law, and the 
military governor, General Dababan, received stringent orders from General Cor- 
rea, the minister of war, for the preservation of peace. 


Meanwhile the cabinet council is discussing the political situation in Spain. 
Admiral Bermejo, minister of marine, and General Correa are strongly in favor 


of am immediate suspension of the constitutional guarantees, a step which re- 
. Qutres closing the cories. The cther members of the cabinet, however, consider this 
inconvenient at the present moment, because it would wipe out many years of the 
history of the liberal party. 
National Ministry Is Now Probable. 

There is a gemeral belief that a total catines crisis is imminent and that it 
will probably end in e considerable modification of the present government, possi- 
bly in the formation of a national ministry under the presidency of Marshal Mar- 
tinez Campos. In any case parliament is certain to be closed shortly. 

The events of the past few days have undoubtedly increased the popularity of 
General Weyler, who favors an out and out war policy. At the same time there is 
no rea] ground for anticipating that he will come to the head of affairs. General 
Mueter is notorious, but not a prominent person in Spanish poltftics. 

and the people at large have been paying but little attention to hiim recently. 
His party is composed of a few persons of no very high standing. 


Moreover, every one recognized that Weyler’s cruelty in Cuba and his

policy as to the reconcentradoes largely contributed to bring about the 
present state of affairs, while his alleged notorious laxity with regard 
to public money has made him much disliked. 


» Cortes Has Warm Session. 

The floors and galleries of the con gress (lower house) were “re at to- 
day's sitting amd some lively scenes ensued. Senor Salmeron said that before 
questioning the government the house ought to pay its tribute of admiration to 

_ Spain’s sailors et Cavite, adding: ; 

“When it has been ascertained how much blood has been shed and how much 
money expended, it will be necessary to establish the responsibility attaching to 
the crown as well as to the least citizen.” 

Murmurs of protest followed this remark. The president of the chamber called 
Senor Salmeron to order ahd directed his attention to the article of the consti- 
tution declaring the inviolability of the crown. 

Senor Salmeron continued, demanding information as to the affairs in Manila 
bay and insisting that this was the question which should be discussed after the 


government had given its explanations. He proceeded to criticise the monarchial 


governments of the last half century, notably that of the Restoration, declaring 
that they were responsible for the present situation. : 
Senor Silvela interposed: 
“We are now threatened with an important dictatorship aspired by the genius 
of the disciples of Loyola,”” a remark which provoked protests from the conserva- 
tive benches. 


Senor Salmeron renewed his demands for an explanation of the cause of the

Patriotic attitude of the conservatives. and attributed the country’s ills to the

This declaration was received with loud conservative protests. 


Senor Sagasta’s Remarks. 

Senor Sagasta made a determined reply, which was loudly applauded by a large 
Majority of the chamber. He began by deploring the fact that the Spaniards were 
not united “in the present circumstances when the country is involved in a war 
forced upon it.” If it were ever criminal to attack the fatherland, he said, it was 
_ surely more so now. Eulogizing the men who had fallen in battle, he declared it 

imperative that Spaniards should show themselves energetic, and he appealed to 
all parties to unite. He begged the chamber to adopt the necessary war credit. 

“Tl ask it,” he said, “in the name of the soldiers and in the name of the father- 
land.”’ 

The republicans and carlists greeted Senor Sagasta with angry denunciations, 


Shaking their fists and giving other remarks of disapproval, while the republicans 
and monarchists exchanged hot recriminations. But the debate itself fell short 
Of expectations, Senor Sagasta_reserving the desired explanations, depriving it

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SPANISH TROOPS STARVING 


Soldiers on Cuban Soil Are Ready To 
Join in a Revolt. 


THEY ARE BRUTALLY TREATED : 


American Bark Brings Information 
from the Island Showing a Con- 
dition of Wretchedness. 


Mobile, Ala., May 3.—The American bark 
John R. Stanhope is in port from Hondu- 
ras. Since she left Mobile last time the ves- 
sel has been in Manzanillo, on the southeast 
coast of Cuba, which port Captain P. V. 
Marshall left on March 26th, and the mas- 
ter tells a surprising story to the Asso- 
ciated Press reporter of the military condl- 
tions existing there, being verified by the 
mate, Thomas Coburn. 

Beceuse of demonstrations hostile to 
Americans the officers and crew of the ves- 
se] did not frequent the shore, but during 
their visits to the city they saw and heard 
enough to convince them that the Spanish 
soldiers are utterly unable to cope with 
even am inferior American force. A cavailry- 
ran who could converse in good English 
told him. that there were 40,000 Spanish 
soldiers in the city, and that 800 had died 
during the week the Stanhope was there 
from neglect and want. From the same 
source Captain Marshall learned that the 
whole of the troops were so discontented 
with their treatment that they would will- 
ingly go over to the insurgents, but the 
chances of freedom were denied them be- 
cause the insurgents distrusted them and 
had refused all overtures for such unlon. 

The troops were quartered in the streets 
and at night slept under verandas and in 
doorways. They demanded accommodations 
from the citizens, but it was refused them 
and they were powerless to enforce it. 

The rations for a day consisted of barley 
water, a small portion of bread and a small 
piece of pork. This was doled out by offi- 
cers and carried away like a plate of un- 
Savory soup, all in the same tin dish, and 
the soldiers disposed of it like ravenous 
dogs. 
pearance, unsoldierly in bearing and dis- 
cipline and their courage had been killed 
by vicissitude and ill treatment. 

Mate Coburn said that the negro tramps 
on the wharves of Mobile looked respecta- 
ble in comparison and were infinitely bet- 
ter off. 

One night on the outskirts of the city 
he saw hundreds of Spanish soldiers hud- 
dled together like animals on the floor of 
an old stable.

HEARD FIRING OF LARCE GUNS.

AMERICANS NOT SAFE AT ALL. 


Porto Rico Advices Show That Intense 
Excitement Exists. 

Boston, May 3.—Among the arrivals at 
this port today were the brig Scepter, Cap- 
tain Dexter, and the schooner Bravo, Cap- 
tain Erneno, both aoritish vessels, from St. 
John, Porto Rico. The captains of both 
vessels report that the excitement at Porto 
Rico when they left that city was intense. 
The old Spanish settlers were strongly on 
the side of Spain, while the native element 
was as strongly in favor of independence. 

Captain Dexter says that Americans and 
Englishmen are not safe in the streets at 
St. John, the Spaniards there beiieving 
that the Emeglish are in league with the 
Americans. Just before he salied two 
American correspondents were arrested and 
one of them was sent to St. Thomas on a 
French war vessel. 

It was reported that a serious disturbance 
had taken place in the interior betweem the 
natives and Spanish soldiers, but Captain 
Dexter was unable to learn the result. 

Captain Erneno, of the Bravo, states, that 
before he left the port two large Spanish 
warships came into the harbor and re- 
mained for several days.

Key West, Fla. May 3.—The Spanish 
mail steamer Argonauta, Captain Lage, the 
news of the capture of which was tele- 
graphed yesterday, was convoyed into Key 
West harbor by the United States cruiser 
Marblehead this afternoon. 

It appeared that Colonel Vicente de Cor- 
tijo, of the Third Spanish cavalry, who, 
with nineteen other army Officers, was 
taken on the prize, ia a brother-in-law of 
Lieutenant General Valeriano Weyler. Colo- 
nel de Cortijo denies this, but it is learned 
from good source that he sustains this re- 
lationship to the former governor general 
of Cuba. Colonel de Cortijo and the other 
officers were transferred to the Guido and 
the privates to the Ambrosio Bolivar, two 
other trophies of the first week of the war 
that are still lying in the harbor.

Council acted wisely in referring back 
to the county commissioners the ques- 
tion of improving Whitehall street. The 
matter has taken this shape in order to 
give the commissioners an opportunity 
to make their original proposition more 
formal, more specific and therefore more 
binding. The proposition of the com- 
missioners was made some months ago, 
and was to the effect that the county 
would bear one-half the expense of widen- 
ing and improving Whitehall street, if 
the city would pay the remaining half. 

The basis of county co-operation rests 
on the recognition which the commis- 
sioners give to the fact that Whitehall 
street is something more than a city 
thoroughfare, being a very important 
public highway over which a great vol- 
ume of. country trade is poured into the 
city; in short, that Whitehall, though 
designated and numbered as a city sireet, 
is still, in’ all essential: particulars, a 
county road. 

More than this, the proposed improve- 
ment is necessary to complete the 
through driveway which extends from 
Buckhead to College Park, a distance of 
about fourteen miles, which, with the 
exception of a few blocks between Wind- 
gor street and the Central railroad, is 
now paved with chert, asphalt or brick. 

The effect of the improvement on the 
western part of the city, while incidental, 
so far as the county is concerned, would 
be most important. Whitehall is doubled 
tracked by the street railway, and from 
the point of the junction of Forsyth 
street to the Central railroad crossing, 
there is just room for vehicles to avoid 
the street cars, and, at some points, it 
is dangerous. ‘This, together with the 
(ergs character of the paving on White- 
shall, causes those who drive to shun 
the street. 

As matters stand, the driveway intend- 
e@ for the benefit of both city and coun- 
ty, is practically useless. As there are 
no well-paved avenues in the western 
part of the city, it follows that al] that 
section suffers from lack of adequate. fa- 
cilities. The result is that property is 
injured, and that the western section, 
within the old city limits, is not much 
sought after by those who desire to build 
or to rent comfortable hogs This re- 
sult has been gradually chlminating be- 
fore our eyes. The improvements that 
have been made on Whitehall in the 
‘Bhape of really comfortable and com- 
modious dwellings during the past twen- 
ty years may be counted on the fingers 
of one hand. We mean between Wind- 
sor and the Central railroad. There 
have been improvements, but they have 
not been of such a character as the nat- 
ural advantages of Whitehall would lead 
one to suspect. 

We do not think the county commis- 
sioners will hesitate to renew the prop- 
osition they made or to give it formal 
or binding shape. We call their atten- 
tion to the fact that since their propo- 
sition was made some months ago, the 
“people of city and county have been 
given an opportunity to indorse or to 
condemn the record they have made in 
this matter as in all others. A very 
serious effort was made to oust them, 
but the people gave them a most over- 
whelming indorsement, which was some- 


| thing more than a mere formal vote of 


confidence.

- et all, it means that the people approve 
' the record of the commissioners, and a 
» very definite and important part of that

Spain’s Predicament. 

The Spanish government is as seri- 
ously embarrassed at home as it is in 
the Philippines. The trouble is the 
dense and terrible ignorance of the peo- 
- ple. In spite of the steady loss of pow-

' continue to believe that Spanish arms 
» are invincible; that no foe can stand 
a _ egainst them, and that Spanish courage

They Will 
not admit that their army can be out- 
classed on land, or their navy on the 
seas. Defeat only embitters them against 
their own government. They trace every 
disaster to their army or navy to the 
imbecility, or waywardness, or treach- 
ery of those in power. At this moment 
they are ready to overturn the throne 
and kick the cabinet out on account of 
Dewey’s brilliant victory in the Philip- 
pines. 

All the proof in the world would fail 
to convince them that the result at 
Manila was due in part, at least, to the 
fact that the forts on the shore played 
so small a part in the engagement. Here 
was incapacity and bad management to 
say the least. In addition, the Spanish 
vessels were not so tremendously out- 
classed by the American squadron. If 


their commanders had possessed the vim. 


capacity and coolness displayed by the 
Americans, the result would not have 
been so overwhelming and crushing. If 
the Spanish vessels had been commanded 
and. manned by Englishmen, the vessels 
that went down would have had com- 
pany. 

But the Spanish people do not look 
at matters from a reasonable point of 
view. They believe that the Spanish 
squadron would have annihilated the 
American ships but for the incapacity 
of those in power. Hence they are ready 
to cry treachery, as a preliminary to 
avenging themselves on their rulers. 

No doubt this disposition on the part 
of the people is secretly fanned by am- 
bitious army officials, who, since the 
days of General Prim, are not averse 
to give themselves an opportunity to 
rule. The most dangerous, as well as 
the most popular, man in Spain today is 
Weyler, the brutal wretch who sowed 
desolation in Cuba and brought death 
and despair to so many innocent people 
in that island. Weyler would ask for 
nothing better than to be called on to 
put down an uprising which he himself 
had fanned and fed. 

We do not deny that Weyler has his 
place in the economy of Providence, so 
far as finite minds can see or judge. Bru- 
tal and cruel as he is, he seems to have 
been employed as an instrument to shock 
the sensibilities and arouse the sympa- 
thies of the people of this country, and 
at last compel them to go to the rescue 
of the famishing and to the support of 
those who are struggling for freedom. 

We may say. therefore, that even Wey- 
ler had his uses, and his career may 
not vet be outrun. We sincerely trust 
that the evil of his nature may, in the 
divine economy, continue to work for ul- 
timate results that may increase the 
peace and happiness of those who are 
now rent and torn by dissensions. 

As the world goes, emergencies such 
as Spain is now facing tend to clear the 
atmosphere. 

Lord Wellington’s Opinion. 

Just at this time when we are having 
some dealings which are not altogether 
pleasant with the Spaniards, we can re- 
vert with interest to the comment which 
Lord Wellington felt constrained to 
make upon them some seventy-five or 
eighty years ago. 

Writing from Talavera in Spain, Lord 
Wellington declared that the Spaniards 
were wholly treacherous and irresponsi- 
ble. “I hope my public dispatches will 
justify me fron all blame,” said-he, “‘ex- 
cept that of having trusted the Span- 
iards in anything. While they make all 
sorts of promises, they keep none, and 
I cannot safely enter upon any system 
of co-operation with them. They have 
neither numbers, efficiency, discipline, 
bravery nor arrangements for carrying 
on the contest; but what they specially 
need is the spirit of true soldiership, 
viz, the spirit to command on the one 
hand and the spirit to obey on the 
other.”” Seventy-five years has not 
changed the characteristics of the Span- 
iards, and what Lord Wellington ob- 
served then at the beginning of the pres- 
ent century is likewise true of them to- 
day. 

But we have other sources of informa- 
tion in regard to the characteristics of 
the Spaniards besides the testimony of 
Lord Weliington, and we enter this con- 
test with the firm assurance that we will 
not be long in leveling Spain’s haughty 
pride in the dust.

The Philippines. 

While the eyes of both hemispheres 
are riveted with undisguised respect up- 
on the daring and successful exploit of 
our Asiastie squadron in Manila harbor, 
we cannot occupy our time to better pur- 
pose than by making some inquiry into 
the history, resources and nature of the 
islands which have recently become the 
center of such world- wide and dramatic 
interest. 

At the risk of unnecessarily repeating 
facts which have appeared already in 
these columns, we desire to acquaint our 
readers thoroughly with the situation ino 
the Philippines, and to leave nothing 
undiscussed which offers to contribute 
to their information in the least. We ob- 
serve, first, that the Philippines com> 
prise some twelve hundred islands, lving 
in Asiatic waters midway between the 
island of Formosa on the north and the 


island of Borneo on the south. Of course 


most of these islands are comparatively 
small and insignificant, but in the aggre- 
gate they contain many thousand square 
miles, and according to recent computa- 
tions, not less than 8,000,000 inhabitants. 
The largest member of the group is the 
island of Luzon, which is approximately 
the size of Cuba, although its population 
is much more dense. The capital of 
this island is ‘Manila, the Spanish stroneg- 
hold which has recently succumbed to 
the assault of our Asiatic squadron un- 
der the command of the gallant Commo- 
dore Dewey. Manila is one of the most 
important commercial centers of the 
east, regardless of the fact that its busi- 
ness is restricted mainly to the natural 
products of the Philippines. In min- 
eral and agricultural resources the Phil- 
ippines are lavishly endowed, being not 
one whit behind the famous islands of 
Borneo, Java and Sumatra in produc- 
tiveness. Manila contains over 350,000 
inhabitants, and is six hundred miles 
southeast of Hong Kong. 

But what is known of the past history 
of the Philippine islands? [n 1521 they 
were discovered by Magellan, the fa- 
mous Portuguese navigator, then in the 
employ of Spain. On taking possession 
of the islands, Magellan set up the stand- 
ard of the church and sought to evan- 
gelize the natives. Instead of adopting 
those methods which best comported 
with the spirit of Christianity, the hardy 
navigator endeavored to compe] them, at 
the sword’s point, to accept the faith 


‘which he professed; and naturally his ef- 


forts failed signally. 
With some fifty of his followers Ma- 
gellan suffered death at the hands of the

govern and colonize the islands,and gave 
to them the name which they have since 
borne in honor of Bhilip II, king of 
Spain. In 1762 Spain lost the islands 
temporarily, Great Britain having suc- 
ceeded in wresting them away from her; 
but in subsequent negotiations with the 
latter power, obtained them back again. 
Great Britain certainly did not realize 
what fabulous wealth of resources the 
Philippines possessed; else she would 
not have been so ready to turn them 
over to Spain without demanding in ex- 
change therefor some princely ransom. 
But again Spain is called upon to for- 


feit her interest in the Philippines. With. 


the result of the recent naval victory at 
Manila she virtually transfers them to 
the guardianship of the stars and stripes, 
and it remains to be seen on what terms 
she. will receive them back again. Cer- 
tain it is that before her scepter is again 
sovereign over them, the cause of hu- 
man liberty must not only be triumphant 
in oppressed Cuba, but its progress in 
the Philippines must be signalized by 


radical reforms.

Spain’s Foreign Trade. 

We are indebted to Mr. Frank H. 
Hitchcock, chief of the foreign section 
of the United States agricultural depart- 
ment, for some interesting data in re- 
gard to Spain’s foreign trade. 

Including both imports and exports, 
Spain’s foreign trade aggregates annual- 
ly in round numbers $300,000,000. of 
this amount France receives the largest 
share. 

Quoting the figures furnished by Mr. 
Hitchcock we find that for the year 1895 
Spain imported goods from foreign coun- 
tries to the amount of $161,829,516, divid- 
ing her purchases in the following mAn- 
ner: From France, $45,447,344; from 
Great Britain, $29,881,212; from the Unit- 
ed States, $16,403,120; from Cuba, $7,176,- 
105; from Portugal, $7,749,053; from 
Belgium, $5,174.279; from Germany, 
$6,610,207; from Russia, $5,297,767; from 


‘Porto Rico. $5,824,694; from the Philip- 


pine islands, $4,819,344; from Italy, 
$4.677,439: from ‘Norway, 4,447,521; from 
Argentina, $2,780,304; from Morocco, 
$1,819,261; — Turkey, $1,146,379; from 
Sweden, $1,520,227; from British Asia, 
$1,456,354, a from Egypt, $1,454,389. Of 
course there are other countries from 
which Spain imports goods in smaller 
quantities, but we cannot enumerate 
them all. We see from the foregoing 
figures that she makes more than one- 
fourth of her entire imports from 
France. 

So much for Spain’s imports; but what 
of her exports? Restricting our ob- 
servations to the same calendar year, we 
find that Spain’s exports to the various 
foreign countries for 1895 aggregated 
$155,355,759, of which amount she ex- 
ported $45,971,952 to France, $38,266,932 
to Great Britain, $26,298,497 to Cuba, 
$6.635,199 to Portugal, $8,572,549 to Porto 
Rico, $4,973,589 to the Philippine islands, 
$4,454,546 to Belgium, $2,464,219 to the 
United States, $2,692,400 to the Nether- 
lands, $1,254,326 to Germany, $1,936,120 
to Argentina, $1,733,784 to Italy, $1,476,- 
952 to Mexico, $1,163,162 to Uruguay and 
$1,434,167 to Gibraltar. We omit those 
countries to which Spain exports goods 
in amounts less than $1,000,000. Irom 
the foregoing figures it will be observed 
that France is the destination of at least 
one-fourth of Spain’s exports. 

This hasty study of Spain’s foreign 
trade throws some light upan the close 
relationship which exists between Spain 
and France. Of course there are other 
matters to be taken into calculation such 
as the interest which French bondhold- 
ers have in Spain and the religious bond 
of union which exists between the two 
countries; but the figures which we have 
above cited are sufficient in themselves 
to constitute some warrant for the mu- 
tual friendship which France and Spain 
entertain for each other. Or course the 
commercial intercourse which exists be- 
tween the two countries’ may be the 
fruit of this mutual friendship rather 
than its cause; but at anv rate it serves 
to throw some light upon existing com- 
plications.

Silver and the Fall of Prices. 

From The Cork, Irejazid, Examiner, April 13. 

Our chamber of commerce is to be ad- 
dressed today by Mr. Moretgn Frewen, of 
[nnishannon, upon a subject which, quite 
unknown a few years gince, has now be- 
come the leading economic issue the world 
over. We refer to the question of currency 
reform, and more particularly to that as- 
pect or .reform which has to do with the 
monetary future of silver. Stated in simple 
language the case for reform is this. The 
world may, for the purpose of the argu- 
ment, be divided into debtors and creditors 
—jinto those nations or those classes or 
those individuals who have borrowed or 
loaned capital for the purposes of indus- 
trial production or development. Just as 
England is.a creditor nation and Ireland 
is a debtor nation, so also the western and 
souchern states of America are debtors to 
such states as New York or Massachusetts, 
as also to England. It is hardly necessary 
to recall the historic presidential fight of 
1896, when Mr. Bryan made his campaign 
for ‘‘free silver.”’ and it was defeated by 
a majority of only 3 per cent of the votes 
in a total vote of nearly fourteen millions. 
This great stifuggle in the United States 


was sufficient to attract the attention of | 
the world to the organized claim of the | 
debtor communities—communities such as | 
Missouri, Georgia or Texas, that changes — 
in monetary laws since the demonetization | 


of silver in 1873 had dealt unfairly with the 
property of debtors, because they had 


brought about a great fall of all prices, 


and this fall of prices required the sacrifice 
by the debtor of nearly twice the amount 
of the produce of his farm, in order to pay 
the interest due to the creditor. 

And not less ominous than the great 


electoral struggle itself was the tone and | 


temper of the organs of public opinion in 
the ireat money-lending centers. That 
there have been great changes, and even 
revolutionary changes, in the monetary 


' law, from the demonetizing of silver at 


Washington and Berlin in 1878 to the clos- 
ing of the Indian mints by England in 1893— 
these vast changes have been noted by 
every man of business and ‘by every stu- 


| dent of economic issues. Btit when it was 


declared by a great historic party that 
these currency changes were wetair to 
debtors, and that the laws which sanctlon- 
ed these changes should be repealed, no 
janguage was vehement and {fantastic 
enough to stig@matise the reform party— 
the party of “anarchy”’’ and ‘repudiation,’ 
the “‘assassins of the puwhlic credit.” 

The curreney question is admittedly one 
of much complexity, a question with which 
public opinion ia ill equipped to cope. It 
has to do with the most complicated and 
least popular chapters of that least popuiar 
of all the sciences, political economy. But 
it is for all that a question of incomparable 
importance. As Archbishop Walsh was 
amongst the first to declare, it goes to the 
very root of the Irish land question. If 
the price of land, which has fallen more 
than one-half during the past quarter of a 
century, declines no less rapidly in the 
coming quarter of a century, what will be 
the position of tenants who are today pur- 
chasing their farms on the installment 
plan under the condition of the land acis? 


Clearly a tenant who hae agreed to pur- ; 


chase his farm by forty annual fixed pay- 


ments may find fifteen or twenty years | 


hence that the land has fallen so much bhe- 
low the vatue at which he contracted to 
buy. that the vaiue of his farm is even “ess 
than the remaining one-half of the install- 
ments he still owes the British treasury. 
Thus his savines and his sacrifices during 
twenty vears will have been entirely con- 
fiscated by the fall in the price of land. 


This is merely one, and perhaps not even | 


the worst, of the ill effects of the present 
rapid fal! of vrices, or, as the economists 
term it, of “the appreciation of gold.”’ That 
fall of prices adds enormously not only to 
the burden of all fixed debt, but to the bur- 
den of ‘taxation. and we hope that Mr. 
Frewen, who has given much attention 
to the question of the overtaxation of Ire- 
jand, will be careful to explain to the cham- 
ber of commerce the way by which the fall 
of all the prices of produce has increased 
that tax tribute which England year by 
year is extorting from Ireland. 

The question of prices and currency is, 
we notice, beginning to be reasoned out in 
our colonies. The great fall in the price of 
wuol—a fall of more than one-half—has oc- 
casioned in Australia great financial dia- 
asters. In a recent number of the Journal 
of the Sydney Institute of Bankers,’ which 
has reached us, is an admirable paper from 
the pen of Mr. William Alieon. Mr. Alison 
quotes a table from The Sydney Morning 
Herald as showing that the exports of the 
colony of New South Wales for the twenty 
years from 1875 to 1896 realized more than 
a hundred million sterling less than they 
would have realized at the average rate of 
oprites for the years from 1870 to 1874. This 
enormous sum wou!d, as Mr. Alison points

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TBOB BERNER

Quitman, Ga. May 3.—(Special.)—Hon. R.

In answer to the demand made 
by The Morning News that he tell what 
railroad in Georgia is now violating the 
law, he cited the case of the merchants of 
Miaacon against the Southern railway, now 
pending, and the editorial statement in The 
Macon News, a Candler paper, which ad- 
mitted that overtures had already been 
made to Colonel Candler by prominent rail- 
roads in the state. He declared that The 
News should quit soiling its pages with 
these queries as long as these facts were 
in existence. 

While the first part of Mr. Berner’s 
speech wag tame and forcible, he warmed 
up toward ‘the finish, an@ made a good im- 
pression. He was introduced by Captain 
John G. McCall, who took occasion to an- 
nounce himself a candidate for the legis- 
lature. to oppose Mr. W. C. Wade, who is 
already in the field.

Colonel Brown Finishing “Work. 

Colonel Oscar Brown js almost finishing 
the work of raising his regiment, and he 
will be on hand with his full complement of 
men when the camp is selected and the 
equipment has arrived. He has opened his 
regimental headquarters in the office of the 
secretary of state in the capitol, and is 
rapidly progressing with the arduous duties 
of organizing his twelve companies. He has 
been faced with many difficulties, but at 
last the work is nearly ended, and he will 
soon be ready to put his men into the 
field. 

The chief trouble in the organization of 
the regim@hts was the distribution of of- 
ficers’ commissions so as to give all the 
companies in the state a fair representation 
in the list of commissioned officers. To 
do this required a close study of the mili- 
tary situatich in Georgia. and also a com- 
plete knowledge of the capacity and ability 
of the different officers of the six regiments 
of Georgia militia. 

Now that the officers have been selected, 
there are few who claim that there has been 
any unfair discrimination in the distribu- 
tion of places. The governor and his mili- 
tary advisers believe that by their plan 
they have secured the best officers in the 
state, and they are confident that when 
the time for trial comes the Georgia troops 


will show up to better advantage than the 


volunteers of any other state. 

In the other states the volunteers were 
secured without regard to fitness. Whole 
companies were dumped into regiments 
without any examination as to the ability 
of the officers who were in command. In 
many instances the companies had young 
boys as officers, who, in time of war, can 
hardly be expected to achieve any wonder- 
ful degree of distinction by their military 
prowess or genius. In Georgia the officers 
have been setected in every case as enarly 
as possible so as to get the best men and 
still not interfere with the regular organi- 
zation. That there has been some dissatis- 
faction is too apparent to be denied by any- 
one, but that the plan will ultimately prove 
its efficacy the military men sanguinely be- 
lieve. 

Hospital Apparatus Goes. 

The governor was yesterday telegraphed 
to turn over the hospital apparatus of the 
state militia to the volunteers. This will 
be done. 

The new guns and uniforms for the volun- 
teers are expect@d fiere by Friday. The de- 
lay in Washington has occasioned a like 
delay in Atlanta, and it is not the fauit 
of the local officials that the organization 
of the two regiments is not further ad- 
vanced. The war department has in every 
instance disregarded inquiries until several 
days have elapsed, thus leaving the gover- 
nor and the military men in suspense.

DR. LEONARD WOOD, THE FAMOI'S 
Indian fighter who, with Theodore Roose- 
velt, will command the regiment of rough 
riders, made up of Texas cowboys, in the 
campaign with Cuba, passeq through At- 
lanta yesterday on his way to San Antonio 
to complete the organization jof his men. 

Theodore Roosevelt, who was the assist- 
ant secretary of the navy until he resigned 
to fight the Spanish, was the man who 
first proposed to raise the regiment of cow- 
boys, and after he had ecarried the work to 
a considerable extent, the president tender- 
ed him the command, but Mr. Roosevelt 
said he had not sufficient military experi- 
ence and he asked that Dr. Wood be made

Dr. Wood is well known in Atlanta, hav- 
ing been stationed at Fort McPherson for 
two years. Before he came to Atlanta he 
had been stationed in Texas and it was 
there that he gained such a hard experience 
as an Indian fighter. He came in yesterday 
afternoon and spent a few minutes in the 
city looking around. He said that he would 
have his full regiment ready in a few days 
and that nearly the full complement of men 
had already volunteered. He went to New 
Orleans from here, ang will go from there 
to San Antonio, which will be his headquar-. 
ters while the,men are being gathered into 
one force. 
are organized into companies and the com- 
manders named, the regiment will be sent 
immediately to Cuba to co-operate with the 
troops who will probably be sent over to- 
day. The regiment will be the most formid- 
able cavalry regiment ever put into the 
field. All of the members of the regiment 
will be*men who have spent years on the 
plains, and who are used to rough riding 
and all kinds of hard experiences. 

A medal of honor, awarded to him by 
congress, is worn by Colonel Wood. This 
was given him in recognition of his many 
acts of daring in the wild west. It was 
Colonel Wood who captured the celebrated 
Indian chief Geronimo, who crossed the 
southwest with his band of Apaches and 
left behind him a trail marked with the 
blood of women and babies. Hundreds of 
unprotected settlers, with theit families, 
were ruthless!y murdered by the Apache 
chief, and it looked as if the entire south- 
west would be overrun by the warlike 
savages. 

The Eighth United States infantry was 
the only regiment jin that section and it was 
divided up so that the only available por- 
ttons dia not have officers of rank, Dr.

Wood was at that time surgeon and had. 


the rank of captain. When it was found 
that the soldiers must go on the warpath, 
Dr. Wood was placed in the command of 
the detachment and with a small force of 
men he left on the hardest task ever laid 

out before a crowd of men. 
He took up the trail of the Indian chief 
and his band. and for 2.400 miles he follow- 
though all the w hile he was. facing 
immediate death from starvation and 
massacre. Through the roughest and wild- 
est country on this continent he went after 
Geronimo, and his handful of men hung 
bravely onto the trail despite their hunger 
and thirst. Finally, after the troops had 
endured every possible hardship, they came 
upon the Indian camp, and by one de- 
termined assault captured the blood- 
thirsty chief and his band of assassins. 
The regulars, with Dr. Wood at their 
head, then returned in triumph with Gero- 
nimo as a prisoner. He had barely time to 
imprison his captives in Texas before he 
was called upon to go in pursuit of another 
band of Apaches who were murdering the 
settlers in western Texas. Wood followed 
this band across the state and finally drove 
them into Mexico. He at last lost them 
in the uncivilized wilds of the mountains 
south of the Yaqui river. 
troubled the settlers again. . 
The last dangerous undertaking in which 
Dr. Wood distinguished himself was in 
1888. when he was sent after Apache Kid, 
the worst Indian chief who has done mur- 
der in Texas. Dr. Wood captured the chief 
and had him sent to a California island. 
He was imprisoned there for a while, but 
finally escaped and returned to his trade 
of murder. Since his duties as an Indian 
fighter have ended, Dr. Wood has been 
stationed in California and Georgia.

Yesterday morning the two big cracker 
factories in Atlanta, operated by T. 8S. 
Lewis and Frank E. Block, recelved an- 
other large emergency order for army sup- 
plies. The contract was for 100,000 pounds 
of hard tack, and the government stipu- 
lated that the whole order should be com- 
plete by this afternoon. The two factorjes 
run all day vesterday and continued in full 
operation all night. By rushing the work 
the crackers will be ready by the stipulated 
time. 

This makes nearly 200,000 pounds of hard 
tack which has been bought in Atlanta and 
the prospects are that millions of pounds of 
hard bread will be purchased here within 
the next few weeks. The factories are well 
equipped for the work and can suppiy 
enough bread to feed an army of 100,000 
men, 

The fact that the hard tack is used only 
on long marches and in times of active hos- 
tilities when no cooking can be done in 
camp makes it certain that an invasion :s 
to be made, for if no invasion was con- 
templated the government would not be 
rushing such .large emergency orders for 
food supplies. The hardtack will be thé 
only bread the soldiers will have after they 
leave Tampa and it takes immense quanti- 
ties to supply the large army of hungry 
men. The bread made by the Atlantu fav- 
tories is made of two vrades of flour so as 
to obtain all the possible nutriment from 
the bread. One grade of flour is the finest 
made and the other is a coarser flour which 
contains all the nutritious elements of the 
pure wheat. 

Two car loads of hardtack were shipped 
yesterday and three car loads will be ship- 
ped today. As fast as the tack is made it 
is loaded on the cars and iis sent away on 
the next train to Tampa. There is no de- 
lay and the government officials will not 
allow even one car to wait here until the 
full order is completed. 

The army officials here believe that Cuba 
will be invaded today. They will not give 
out any information which they may have, 
but several of them announced their beliefs 
‘hat the invasion is inteniled today. They 
are led to believe this by the many signifi- 
cant occurrences of the last few days. The 
factories have their orders to get all of the 
hardtack away today and the greater part 
of the bie shipments wi'!l arrive in Tampa 
to be carried over with the frat 
transports with troops. The bread which 
is shipped today will get there in time to 
go to Cuba with the last loads of troops. 

Supplies for an immense army of men 
have been sent to Tampa and there is no 
longer any question about the invasion. 
The troops with their equipment and 6up- 
plies are at Tampa and are ready to be 
carried across. The transports have been 
sent there and it is regarded as certain that 
the invasion of the island will begin today.

The order for the rations was urgent, and 
was filled as quickly as the purchasing 
agent couJd buy the food stuffs necessary 
to make up the required number of rations.

The commissary department of tie army 
is busier now than any other department, 
with the exception of the ordnance depart- 
ment. The soldiers have to be fed and 
furnished with ammunition, and this makes 
up two enormous tasks for the depart- 
ments. 

Major Dravo will probably get orders for 
large supplies of food every day now., He 
will have to provide food fof a large num- 
ber of the troops in the south, and after 
the war has progressed to a considerable 
extent it is certain that all of the supplies 
will be bought through Atlanta.

Chattanooga, Tenn.; May 3.—(Special.)— 
The Chattanooga, Rome and Southern rail- 
road is rapidly pushing forward the work 
on its sidetracks at Chickamauga park, 
and it expects to be ready in a few more 
cays to meet any movement the troops 
may make, 

When the troops went to the park the 
road was unprepared for such a big move- 
ment, and had no idea of the magnitude of 
the undertaking that confronted it. Expe- 
rience has shuwn, however, that it is no 
smiall thing to move an army the size of 
the one here, and the road does not pro- 
pose to be caught unprepared again. The 
company is going to a great deal of ex- 
pense now, and when the orders come 
for the troops to move from here the sol- 
diers will be given the best service any 
road could possibly give. 

I learned tonight that the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad will also 
build a branch to the park. This was 
rumored some days ago, but it has been 
verified tonight. 

None of the troops broke camp today, 
but it is rumored tonight that the Third 
and Sixth cavalry will leave inside of 
twenty-four hours to join the forces now 
at Tampa. 

Whole Army Ready To Rush. 

It was stated at headquarters today that 
no orders had been received in regard to 
sending any of the troops away, and that 
just at present no others were expected to 
join the army here. While no orders have 
been received, the entire army is held in 
readiness to rush to the front at a mo- 
ment’s notice, and when the vscush orders 
do come there will not be a moment wasted 
in putting them into execution.

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UMPIRE JBYNE 
TOOK FOUL TIPS 


Magnate of the Diamond im a Cell on 
Charge of Larceny. 


TOOK TOLL AT A SIDE GATE 


Confessed He Was Guilty, but Declined 
To Hand in His Resignation. 


WHEN ARRESTED HE BEGGED TO BE LET OFF 


Atlanta Team Managers Were Puzzled 
About Inequality of Gate 
Receipts. 


B. JEVNE, one of the Southern 
League baseball umpires, wes arrested 


T yesterday afternoon, and last night he 
occupied a cell at the police barracks on a 
charge of larceny. 

The story of Jevne’s sudden downfall cre- 
ated a sensation in baseball circles when 
it became known last evening. Yesterday 
afternoon when Jevne was calling the 
strikes, the balls, the fouls and the outs 
between Atlanta and Mobile, at Brisbine 
park, a bailiff was standing all the while 
near the entrance gate with a warrant in 
his hands, which had been sworn out by 
Colonel W. T. Moyers, and, what is more, 
Jevne must have euspected that the war- 
rant was in waiting. 

Ever since the baseball season opened 
the management of the Atlanta team was 
puzzled to account for the continued ine- 
quality of gate receipts ang audiences. 
One afternoon there would be a large crowd 
and very few dollars in the box office, an- 
Other afternoon there would be a fair 
crowd and quite a neat sum to show for it. 
Fair audiences and good receipts were as- 
certained to be in just proportion, but the 
large crowds and smal] receipts were found 
to be wrong. So the management set a 
watch to see what was the matter, and they 
discovered that a large number of people 
would sometimes enter the grounds without 
passing through the regular gates. 

Yesterday afternoon Jevne was seen to go 
to the grounds about an hour and a quar. 
ter before it wag time to cal] the game, and 
such promptness aroused the suspicions of 
those who saw him. He was watched, and 
at the grounds he allowed five persons to 
enter a side gate for 10 cents a head. This 
was reported to the manager of the Atlan- 
ta team and Colonel Moyers and these 
gentlemen at once knew that the secret of 
large crowds and small receipts lay revealed 
to them. 

Colonel (Moyers called Umpire Jevne to 
one side and told him that he had been 
caught. Jevne confessed and sald that he 
would never do so again. Colone! Moyers 
Was not satisfied with this and told Jevre 
that he must resign at once and never um- 
pire another game for the Southern League. 
Jevne would not agree to this, and when it 
was time to cal] the game between Atlanta 
and Mobil@\he bold!y stepped into the dia- 
mond and cried out: 

“Play ball!’’ 

A few minutes after he had ealled the 
last out Jevne found himself in the hands 
of a bailiff, who turned him over to Bicycle 
Patrolmen McCurdy and Covington. 

Last night Colonel Moyers called at the 
police barracks and had a talk with the 
officers and with Jevne. The dethroneg um- 
pire begged to be allowed to resign and 
leove Georgia for good. - Colonel Moyers 
said he had given him an opportunity to do 
this an@ he had failed tO avail himsel? 
of it. 

Jevne said he had a wife and a child in 
Chicago who were dependent upon him for 
support and to send him to the chaingang 
would ruin them as well as himself. 

‘As the officers were leading Jevne back 
to his cell he cried out with tears in his 
eyes: 

““Please, Colonel Moyers, 
charge and let me go.” 

When Jevne was out of hearing Colone] 
Moyers said: 

“I don’t know what to do about it. I 
am sorry for the poor fellow. If he will re- 
sign now and go away, I don’t think I 
would push the prosecution. I have only 
one motive in the world and that is to act 
so as to get clean ball playing in the south. 
I? we can’t have honest umpires, we will 
have to quit. And, by the way, while 
Jevne\stands a confessed thief, he is about 
the best and straighest umpire we have 
ever had.’’ 

When Colonel Moyers left he gave in- 
structions to the officers to let him know if 
Jevne resigned, and if he acknowledged in 
the resignation that he had done wrong.

ATLANTA AS A CENTER 
FOR SPANISH CAPTIVES. 


oo 

In the event of a large war with Spain, 
it is probable that our forces will capture 
thousands of prisoners. 

Circumstances may prevent the frequent 
exchange, and it may be that a large num- 
ber of Spaniards will be held in this coun- 
try for a period of several months. 

What shall we do with them? This may 
become a very important question in the 
course of a few weeks. 

At one time the federals refused to ex- 
change prisoners with the confederates, 
and the captured soldiers on both sides 
were confined in stockades and prisons in 
various localities nerth and south, 


It has been suggested that Atlanta would 
be the most available center for the safe- 
keeping of our captives, with the exception 
of those who may be picked up in the far- 
off Philippines. 

Old citizens who lived here during our 
civil war remember seeing as many as 2,000 
federal prisoners penned up on the out- 
akirts of the city for weeks at a time, until 
arrangements could be made to transfer 
them to Andersonville. 

It is quite likely that they would have 
remained here longer if we had been better 
provided with supplies and the means of 
obtaining them, for there were always con- 
federate troops enough in and around the 
town to guard the prison pen securely and 
protect our people. 

As it was, Atlanta had her share of war 
prisoners. They were well cared for, and 
the officers were treated almost as guests. 
JYeneral Prentiss and others of rank and 
distinction were guarded in comfortable 
quarters over stores on Peachtree street, 
and were allowed to go Out shopping every 
day, with an armed escort, of course. 

One federal captain who was badly 
wounded was permitted to occupy a cottage 
under the eare of his mother who came 
through the lines to nurse him. 

Almost any day during the sixties pris- 
oners in blue uniforms might have been 
seen in our stores, with their guards, pur- 
chasing various articles. Occasionally one 
of them escaped, but he was generally re- 
captured. 


It would be much easier now to take 
care of a few thousand prisoners at some 
convenient point in our, suburbs than it 
Was a generation ago, when we had only 
four railways, and were so hampered by the 
blockade and other unfavorable conditions 
that it was a hard matter to feed our own 
people. 

But do we want the Spaniards sent here? 

This is not a fair question. In war times 
we cannot expect to have our way in 
everything. If we capture a large number 
of our foemen we must imprison them at 
some convenient place, where it will be 
easy to guurd them, supply them with the 
necessaries of life and care for their heaith 
without menacing the general sanitary in- 
terests of the country. 

These conditions will all be found here. 
The proposed concentration of large bodies 
of troops im and.near the city will insure 
the safety of the community and prevent 
prisoners from escaping. ‘There would be 
no difficulty in obtaining supplies, and the 
demand for them would help business. 

Our climate is neither too hot nor too 
cold for the Spaniards, and they would en- 
joy good health while in confinement, and 
under proper reguiations their presence 
near the city would not annoy or injure 
our inhabitants. 

This is the view of some old-timers who 
were discussing the situation yes- 
terday, but their suggestions met 
with vigorous opposition in several 
quarters. The women and children are 
not willing to have the Spaniards within 
our gates or enywhere in this vicinity. 
Some of the colored people swear that they 
will migrate to Africa if any prisoners of 
war are sent here. Then, there are some 
very conservative citizens who raise vari- 
ous objections. They say that it would add 
to the demoralizatién of war times. Some 
of the prisoners might escape, and some 
might have contagious diseases. 


But if Atlanta is cut of the question, 
where shall we keep our foemen who may 
be captured in Cuban waters and along our 
south Athar.tic and gulf coasts? 

If they are herded together on the coasts 
they will have a bettér chance of escaping. 
They will also be more liable to breed and 
spread the yellow fever in that hot climate. 

Small towns and rural districts in the in- 
terior lack the facilities for supplying such 
prisoners. To send the captives to the far 
north would be expensive, and it would 
not be humane to expose them to the dan- 
ger of a rigorous northern winter. 

Whether we like it or not, the ruling 
power will probably consider the expedi- 
ency of establishing a prison camp in this 
locality, if they find that it will be necessa- 
ry to hold many captured Spaniards for a 
long period. 

If the war is conducted in a civilized 
fashion the prisoners taken on both sides 
will be exchanged or paroled without de- 
lay, but if the Spaniards violate the ordi- 
nary rules of warfare our government may 
think it best to refuse exchanges, believing 
that this policy would in a short time seri- 
ously weaken the army and navy of the 
enemy. 

Perhaps a war prison in this vicinity 
would be disagreeable to many people, but 
when a city becomes an im- 
portant military post it must be incun- 
venienced as well as benefited. 

The old Atlanta was able to entertain 
armies, and feed hosts of prisoners and 
maintain dozens of hospitals. If the cmer- 
gency comes the new Atlanta will be equal 
to jt, and she will not shirk her duty. 


. After all, there is too much maudlin 
sentimentality in the views of some good 
people who seem to be for peace at any 
price. It is impossible to read the Bible 
without believing that the Almighty sends 
war for a wise purpose, just as He sends 
the cyclone, the earthquake and the pesti- 
lence. 

Perhaps this conflict with Spain will 
prove to be a blessing in many ways. It 
May save our own country from discord 
and domestic strife. It may give us a 
higher place among the nations, and 
cause other countries to respect our rights 
and the privileges which should go with 
American citizenship. By drawing the 
sword at this time we may secure peace 
with honor for the future. 

Of course, war brings sorrow and death 
with it. But if a certain number of people 
must die in every generation to maintain 
the equilibrium of population, as many 
wise men contend, why not let war be the 
destroyer? Let the strong, the fearless, 
the ambitious try conclusions at the can- 
non’'s mouth, and take their chances. In 
a good cause glory will crown them, living 
or dead, and a grateful country will take 
care of their families. 


Our fight with Spain, however, may not 
last long, and we may see very little of 
either the bright or the dark side of war. 
Just at present the work of our navy 
would seem to promise the speedy settle- 
ment of the whole business in our favor. 
Still, it is possible that unforeseen mis- 
fortunes may prolong the struggle. 

The most unexpected things may happen. 
Traitors may blow up our best ships, or 
storms may send them to the bottom of 
the sea. Complications may occur in which 
one or more European powers will ally 
themselves with our enemy. Time alone 
can tell the story. The naval battle in the 
beginning of the 
end, or it may cause the Spaniards to put 
forth desperate efforts to win the final 
victory. 

So the timid persons who protest against 
the suggestion of a war prison in Atlanta 
may be unduly alarmed. The horrible dons 
are not yet in sight, and the war may be 
fought and won by our forces without 
b ng a single prisoner to our city. 

But if we mvst hold a large number of 
Spanish prisoners, where sial! 
them? is question bothers

ENLISTMENT BUREAU 
PLACED DOWN TOWN 


Capitel Too Far Away and Volunteers Are 
Not Numerous. 


TWO IN CENTER OF THE CITY! 


One at Silverman’s Corner and An- 
other on Forsyth Street. 


MANY HAVE SIGNED ENLISTMENT ROLL 


Many Kinds of People Seek To Put 
Their Names to the Sheet and 
Ask Questions. 

A the corner of Edgewood avenue and 

Peachtree street yesterday. Another 
was opened by Captain Nash at his place 
on Forsyth street. These are the two first 
places opened down town where men wish- 
ing to volunteer can go and sign the roll. 

About twenty-five signed their names to 
the roll at Silverman’s yesterday, and out 
of the number there were all kinds of peo- 
ple. The variety was complete, and was 
scarcely exceeded by the many strange and 
puzzling questions that were asked during 
the day. 

The majority of those presenting them- 
selves wished to go to the front at once. 
They said they. did not feel like waiting 
until tomorrow, and the fact that they 
could not proceed against the Spaniards 
instanter drove many of them away. It 
was a businesS matter with them, and it 
was very urgent that no time be lost. 

Many from out of the state signed their 
names to the list and seemed more anxious 
to leave for Cuba than the Atlantians who 
signed. Some men came in who were more 
than fifty years of age. A long, tall moun- 
taineer from high up in the state timidly 
approached the counter. 

“Wall, them thar Spainyards are what I 
am er looking fer, and if you uns is got 
any ’round here I want ter know whar 
they is, ‘cause I’m a peaceful man and I 
doan like no sich people er comin’ and 
disturbin’ the peace over this here country 
of ours.”’ 

He was quickly assured that there were 
no “Spainyards” in the city, but that he 
could sign the enlistment roll and go in the 
army, where he could find plenty of his 
enemies. 

“Wall, they tol’ me at ther waggin yard 
thet you uns had some Spainyards up 
here, and I thought I'd better come and do 
what I aim to some er these times.” 

“You can enlist now if you like.”’ 

“No, I’ve got two.mules and a waggin 
thet 'm "blige ter git back to home, and 
then I'll cum jine ye. Goodby; but doan 
yer fergit thet them thar Spainyards is 
got fer be whipped.” 


RECRUITING station was opened at 


middle age, with muscles that stood out 
like deformities on his body, walked in and 
asked for the enlistment roll. He signed the 
roll and made one remark as he walked out: 

“T just want to fight, that’s all.” 

A large number of persons who zign the 
roll come from the country, and it is be- 
Heved that the larger number of recruits 
will come from there. Those from Atlanta 
who are signing are largely the unemploy- 
ed, of all ages, and the ranks will be filled 
rapidly if these who ask permission to sign 
ace accepted, 

The enlistment bureau was established 
by authority of Colonel Brown, who will 
command the S:2cond regiment, and those 
who sign will be placed in that body of 
men. It was thought the better plan to 
have a place near the center of the city, 
where volunteers could go and enlist, as 
the capitol was unknown to them, and 
very few would find their way there. 

The bureau will be kept open until a 
sufficient number are secured to fill the 
ranks. The men have not been enlisting 
as rapidly as it was thought they would, 
and as today is set for the time for mobil- 
ization, it may be delayed until more men 
are enlisted. 

The bureau on Forsyth street secured a 
number of men yesterday, and will get 


more today.

TRAIN DEATH IN SAVANNAH. 


A Cuban, Bound To Fight for His 
Country, Killei by the Cars. * 
Savannah, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—Nar- 
ciso J. B. Deluna, a Cuban cigar maker of 
New York, who was on his way to Tampa 
to enlist in the volunteer army against 
Spain. was run over and killed at the 
Central railroad depot about 7:30 o'clock 
this morning by a Florida Central and 
Peninsular passenger train, upon which he 
was a passenger. Deluna’s head was com- 
pietely severed from his body, and his 
right foot was mashed off about the instep. 
He was one of a party of fifty Cubans who 
left. New York Saturday for Tampa, and 
was accompanied by his nephew, Antonio 
Hacon. Shortly before the time for the de- 
parture of the Fiorida Central and Penin- 
su‘ur train the Cuban patriot left his 
couch to get a lunch. He was eating at the 
iunch counter when the gong rang, and the 
train started to pull out of the depot. He 
was in his shirt sléeves, having left his 
coat containing his ticket and money in 
the car. He dropped his coffee, ran for the 
train with outstretched arms, attempted 
te board it ,as it was moving out. The 
Cuban patriot missed his footing and 
piunged headlong beneath the wheels of the 
train. When reached by those the depot 
he was dead. The train crew knew noth- 
ing of what had happened and the train 
went on for Jacksonville with the other 
Cubans aboard, 
to the coroner and packed in ice. An in- 
quest will be held temorrow. The dead 
man was thirty-two years old and was a 
member of the Royal Arcanum. He left 
u profitable business in New York to go 
and fight for his country, being a Cuban 
hy birth, but met a horrible death before 
he had a chance tu face the enemy.

Southern Railroads Haye Received No 
Demand for Lower Fares. 


MOVEMENTS ARE COMPETITIVE 


The Lines Hava,To Submit Sealed Bids 
to the Quartermasters, 


THERE 1S NO COMBINATION EITHER 


Report Emanating at Chicago About 
the Government’s Demand Is Not 
Credited in This Territory. 


Ts railroads in the south have re- 


ceived no information and no intima- 
tion from anyone in authority that the 
government would demand a rate of 1 cent 
per mile for the transportation of troops. 

The southern lines have generally made 
rates on a basis of 2 cents per mile, and 
these rates have been perfectly satisfac- 
tory, so far as known. Bids are asked for 
every movement of troops, and the compe- 
tition is always sharp. The competition, 
however, is chiefly over the service to be 
rendered, time and route and number of 
cars figuring in the bids. All the figures 
are not the same, but as a rue. the rates 
are based on the short iine mileage at 2 
cents per mile.’ There are some land-grant 
roads in the south and on these the gOvV- 
ernments gets a rate half the regular fare. 

It was reported yesterday from Chicago 
that the government would demand a rate 
of 1 cent per mile and that the roads would 
have to grant it. Passenger traffic officials 
in this territory were puzzled to know how 
Chicago could supply information as to the 
government's purpose. 

Some of the western roads have carried 
the troops at a loss, having made bids on 
a train-mileage basis. Nearly all the troops 
have been moved out of the west. and a 
rate of 1 cent a mile would not make much 
difference to them now. The government 
has no legal right to name the rate which 
the raliroads shall charge. Congress could 
pass a law prescribing 3 cent as the lawful 
fare for soldiers, but no other department 
of the government has any power to say 
what the rate shall be. It is not believed 
that congress will take any hand in the 
matter so long as the railroads make con- 
cessions, as the lines in the south have been 
doing. Al) the railroads keep their rates on 
file with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and these are the legal fares. Not 
even the commission has the power to re- 
duce them. 

It is expected that either some weak- 
kneed railway management or some irre- 
sponsible person without any authority 
started the report that the government 
would demand a rate of 1 cent a mile. 

The movement of soldiers is altogether 
different from the movement of celegates 
to such meetings as those of veterans, or 
Christian Endeavor for the reason that in 
cases of the latter kind, the trains are 
packed at destination and held a few days, 
when the bulk of the delegates return and 
those who do not return on trhe specials do 
do so on the regular trains. In the cde 
of troops, however, the trains return empty, 
and if the soldiers are to be moved back, 
some empty trains will have to be sent down 
for them. 

There is no disposition among the south- 
ern lines to hold up the government and 
sandbag it and extract a high charge from 
it for hauling the soldiers. On the con- 
trary, the rates have been reduced for both 
passengers and freight, and the free bage- 
gage ailowance has been increased 5) per 
cent. The managers of the southern roads 
do not feel that patriotism requires them to 
go to the extent of doing the business ata 
loss. The government requires the roads 
to put in sealed bids, just as it probably 
requires sealed bids for provisions and 
equipment for the army. There is no talk 
of the government demanding that mer- 
chants and manufacturers shall sell to it at 
cost or below.

Colonel Allen Candler Has a Very Sore

Judge Spencer Atkinson took a day off 
vesterday, and came into Atlanta te look 
after private as welt as political affairs. 

The judge said that he would make a 
speech in Atlanta before his campaign is 
over. but the date has not been selected. 

“T will be here, and I am going to carry 
Fulton county,” he remarked. He said 
that he had addressed large audiences down 
through south Georgia, and he spoke con- 
fidently of the outcome of his campaign. 
The war agitation makes no difference with 
his crowds, so far he can see. The 
judge said that he juyps on the early 
primary and the plurality plan about 
evervwhere he speaks, and he declares that 
the people are with him on those propo- 
sitions. 

He was asked for his opinion on the ac- 
tion of the Baldwin county executive com- 
mittee in rescinding its action which de- 
clared for the prorating plan. In reply, he 
said that he presumed the committee 
thought it wise not to make an issue with 
the state executive committee, especially 
as it had been suggested that there might 
be a question in the convention about seat- 
ine a delegation from a county which had 
not followed the directions of the state 
executive committee. 

Judge Atkinson left last night for Clyde, 
Bryan county, where he speaks today. To- 
morrow he goes to Quitman, Brooks county, 
the home of Judge Henry B. Turner, whom 
he once opposed for congress. 

It was noticed in shaking hands with the 
judge that his hand was not so sensitive to 
the touch as Colonel Candler’s is. Colonel 
Candler said when he was here on Monday 
that he had shaken hands with so many 
people that his right hand was very scre. 
Judge Atkinson’s was all right. He said 
that it was not because he had done less 
handshaking, but because he got a good 
grip when he used to plow, and that his 
hand could stand squeezing. Colonel Can- 
dier’s friends intimated that the judge had 
not been mixing with the people as much 
as their candidate had. 

Colonel Candler spoke at Knoxville, Craw- 
ford county, yesterday. Today he speaks 
at LaGrange in the morning and at West 
Point at night.

Some chopping is being done, AL heat and 
oats are generally very good. Gardens are 
improving.

“Rather unfavorable weather conditions 
have prevailed throughout the northern 
during the major portion of the 
temperature ‘has been unsea- 
cool. with a light frost on the 
the 27th. Wheat and oats are 
looking remarkably well as a rule, The 
cold wet weather has caused much of the 
cotton to turn vellow and some is dying 
out. Peaches will be plentiful, but apples 
are not very promising.

The Week’s Heavy Rains. 
“Heavy rains during the early part of 
the week greatly retarded farm work in 
the northeastern counties and the Jow 
temperature thas been injurious to cotton 
and other growing crops. Cotton is slow in 
coming up, and that which.is ‘up looks bad 
on account of too low temperature. Wheat 
an@ oats look well, but there is rust in 
some fields, though it does not seem to be 
spreading much, Peaches and plums are 
promising, but the pear crop is badly in- 
jured by blight. The latter part of the 
week was more favorable and vegetation 
shows some improvement. Little or no dam- 
age by recent light frost. Considerable hail 
fell in several counties, but no material 
damage is reported. 
“Throvehout the 


week. The 


goutheastern counties 
the weather has been favorable except a 
few cool nights early in the week. The 
rains which fell during the first three days 
were most beneficial to all growing crops, 
and afforded excellent season for getting 
sweet potato slips and a large number 
were put in. Corn is doing very well, but 
is troubled by cut worms in a few locali- 
ties. Light frost occurred in exposed lo- 
calities on the 2th, Rice looks poor. Gar- 
dens are improving and pastures are excel- 
lent. Watermelon vines are beginning to 
run and have already shown good effects 
of recent rains. Pear trees are badly dam- 
aged by blight, but a fairly good peach 
crop is assured. Cane is small and not 
dookinge very well. 

“In the southern counties the weather 
Was a little cool at night early part of 
the week, but the h’gher temperature fol- 
lowing the good rains has improved crops 
considerably. There will be a good peach 
crop, but comparatively few pears. Wa- 
termelons are ooking very well. There is 
some complaint of peaches dropping from 
trees. Corn is looking well but growing 
rather slowly. In a few localities cut 
worms are numerous. Cotton has not made 
much progress on account of cool nights; 
about all of this crop has been planted. 
The apple crop will be large. Light frost 
on the morning of the 28th did little or 
no damage. Gardens are very. good and 
vegetables are plentiful. Oats are doing 
nicely. Many farmers are now chopping 
cotton and plowing corn. 


Crops in the South. 


“Crops in the southwestern counties have 
improved considerably since the rains early 
ing the week. A great many sweet potato 
slips have been set. Corn has- improved 
and is being worked; most of it has been 
plowed first time; the stand is poor in a 
good many fields and some damage js being 
done by cut worms. Cotton is growing 
slowly and some is being chopped. Oats 
which had begun to suffer from drouth 
have improved since the rains. Gardens 
are doing well, but melons are rather poor 
in some sections. In some localities the 
vines have reached a length of three feet. 
Sugar cane is being worked and as a rule 
the stand is fairly good. Peanuts are a 
good stand. The outlook for peaches is 
fairly good, but there will be but few 
pears. 4 

“Cool nights during the major portion of 
the week were rather unfavorable to cot- 
ton and other crops in the western coun- 
ties. Young cotton has suffered consider- 
ably in some localities. Some fields have 
been plowed up and will be planted over. 
Corn has improved but the.stand is poor 
in many sections. Gardens are late but 
are improving. Peaches, plums, and ap- 
ples are promising, but there is some 
complaint of peaches dropping. Wheat and 
Oats continue to do nicely and a large vield 
is anticipated. There is a’ goog crop of 
Irish potatoes, some of which are now 
ready for use. Melons are doing nicely and 
the stands are gefierally good. Pastures 
are very good as a rule. 

‘In the northwestern counties the weath- 
er during the first of the week was rather 
cold, wet and unfavorable to most erops, 
but the last few days have been warmer 
and things have improved.

HERE will be no election of a city 

“| sexton to fill the unexpired term of 

Clarence Stephens, who died last week. 

The city authorities have reached an 
agreement to leave the affairs of the cem- 
etery in the hands of Foreman H. H. Bare- 
field, who has been at this post of duty for 
a number of years, and is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with all the duties of the sexton. 

The law requires that in case of a va- 
cancy in this position an election for a 
successor shall be held in thirty days. The 
city has just been through an _ exciting 
primary, and the thought of holding another 
so soon is decidedly distasteful to municli- 
pal officials and it is 
said. 

An election for sexton would cost in the 
neighborhood of $1,400, or more than the 
tota] salary of the sexton from now until 
January Ist, when Mr. Stephens’s term 
would have expired. The officials believe 
it would be folly for the city to go to such 
an expense, and as none of the prospective 
candidates for the position of sexton would 
be willing to bear the expense for a pri- 
mary, it has been agreed that no primary 
shall be held until the next regular primary 
for choosing a sexton for the next term. 

That is why the matter was brought up 
at the meeting of council Monday afternoon, 
when it would have been in onier for the 
solons to have ordered a primary. The 
city officials are certain their course in this 
matter will be approved by every public- 
spirited citizen, especially as the affairs of 
the cemetery will not suffer under the di- 
rection of Mr. Barefield, they say. 

The untimely death of Mr. Stephens has 
left his ‘family in unfortunate circum- 
stances. There is a widow and several 
small children who are absolutely without 
means. The husband was in debt, and what 
little property he left will go toward satis- 
fying the claims of his creditors, it is said.
